Washington, August 16.—(Spectial.)—Pres- 


ident McKinley has selected Hon, John 
Hay, our ambassador to the court of St. 
James, as successor to Secretary of State 
Day, and it is officially announced that Mr. 
Hay has accepted. 

While it was natural because of the per- 
sonal friendship existing between the two 
men that the president should have turned 
to Ambassador Hay as the man for the 
state portfolio, it is unquestionably true 
that there is a deeper significance to the 
selection than would be implied in the selec- 
tion of any other public man in this coun- 
try at this particular crisis. 

This reason has been hinted at in the 
press dispatches. Of all the men now in 
so practical an opportunity to study the 
eastern question as the man who has been 
our ambassador at London during a period 
when that question—or so much of it as in- 


ers to China—has been the overshadowing 
issue at the capital of the Great Britain. 


A Great Vital Issue. 
We in this country hear little of that 


problem and think less of it, but with the 
English it has been the great vital issué, 
and at London it has received consideration 
greater than at any of the other capitals of 
Europe, because the English people be-leve 
that their commercial prestige in the east 
depends upon the outcome of the present 
complications. Hay has been in the midst 
of all this and has had opportunity to 
study it. While naturally the English side 


of the controversy has been most promi- 


ble to suppose that, being a man of 
breadth and realizing how greatly his own 
country may be interested in the outcome 
of the contest, he has taken pains to study 
every phase of the question. 
The president believes he has, an th’'s De- 
Hef has unquestionably had much to do 
with his selcetion as the successor of Sec- 
retary Day. The republican politicians are 
not pleased at the constant elevation of 
Colonel Hay, who has never been particu- 
larly prominent or active in his support of 
his party, but they are consoled by the fact 
that he is rich and can play into Mark 
Hanna’s hands at the next election.

SPANIARDS KILLING NATIVES. 


Ninety Porto Ricans Put to Death by 
the Regulars. 

Ponce, Porto Rico, August 15, Evening.—" 
White flags flutter at the Spanish and 
American outposts and all is quiet. 

The first report of outrages by Spantards 
within their lines was brought to the head- 
quarters of General Wilson today by a 
priest, who headed a deputation from 
Ciales, twenty miles northeast of Utado. 
The inhabitants of the place raised an 
American flag after the Spanish troops 
had left. The troops returned, tore down 
the flag and macheted ninety of the inhab- 
itantea. This occurred on Saturday. The 
priest appealed to thé Americans for pro- 
tection, but the latter were powerless to 
intenfere in the present circumstances, 
even though a reign of terror be inaugu- 
rated.

It was in Nebraska probably that I took 
the greatest interest, for here was the 
state which had furnished to the nation 
its young tribune who is yet to lead it out 
of its travail into the arena of unalloyed 
progress. As the guest of Colonel John 
Moran, of Fails City, I became aware of 
the feeling which has moved the great 
bedy of the people in the nortnwest to 
become weary of republican policies and to 
wish for the triumph of those principles 
in which the people are to be the beneficia- 
ries. Forty years ago these great undu- 
lating prairies were almost wholly in keep- 
ing of the red man. Adventurous pioneers 
from the east pushed their way into this 
land of promise as did the Israelites of old 
into the iand of Canaan. The struggle 
against hostile Indians as weil as against 
stubborn nature was hard and long. There 
Was richness in the soil, but there were 
natural difficulties to overcome, and these 
difficulties vanished before the prowess and 
strength of the pioneer. Gradually houses 
appeared, miles from each other, later to 
become the centers of prosperous settle- 
ments, and still later many of them to 
furnish sities for towns and cities. In the 
great democratic leveling which the pio- 
neer condition brings to men it was only 
by the exertion of prowess and of manly 
strength that the one could be distinguish- 
ed from the other. From sucn foins has 
Sprung the present population of this whole 
country. They had but one »ccupacion, 
the tilling of the fields, which varried along 
with it the care of stock and the kindred 
agricultural occupations. 

Their great work was to raise the food 
stuffs of the world, and upon the prices of 
these food stuffs depended their continued 
prosperity. When these prices, owing to 
wrong legislation, were cut in lialf and 
went even lower than that because the out- 
Side world was unable to buy, though starv- 


jing, then the people of the northwest be- 


gan to know that they had been but the 
tools of the political sharpers of the east, 
who were but the agents uf financial greed. 
It is no wonder, en, that there should 
have arisen in this atmosphere a lcader 
So nerved by the desperation of nis people 
and so gifted’ as to eloquently present 
their cause, as was the case when Mr. 
Bryan, before the great Chicago conven- 
tion, declared, with all the energy and 
with all the vigor of a man who had in 
memory the men in the flelds at home, that 
labor should not be crucified. That decla- 
ration which thrilled the nation when 
spoken, trebly thrilled these people, who 
knew the force which lay behind it, and is, 
as irresistible today as upon the lay when 
it was first spoken. A beautiful laud, this 
Nebraska Jand is. Escaping from the mo- 
notony of the great level prairies of Illi- 
nois, her surface is gently undulating and 
lines upon lines of hill crests form multi- 
tudinous horizons behind which the golden 
Sun sinks to rest.

Sam, of Falls City, a bright-eyed, lithe-

But it would be doing an injustice to one 
of the greatest industries of this whole 
country to overlook the fidelity with which 
God's parting injunction to Adam and Eve 
is observed.

The great objective point of all these 
peopie to be met with on cars and else- 
where is Omaha, whose wonderful ex pousi- 
tion is now the admiration of all its vis- 
iturs.

Suffice it to say that nothing 
has been exaggerated, and that the whole 
scene is one well worth Visiting. It is 
especially gratifying to a visitor from 
Georgia to find one of the neatest build- 
ings on the grounds bearing the name of 
this state. In fact, no conception can be 
formed in Georgia of the magnificent work 
done by ex-Governor Northen, except by 
an actual visit to this elegant building, 
Whica fuily holds its own beside those of 
New York, Illinois and Minnesota. In the 
exnibits from the siates which are to 
be found there are the minerals and the 
agricultural products of Georgia. ‘lhese 
ave viewed with great interest by the 
hundreds of visitors who pass through it 
every day. There is one point, nowever, 
which Georgia has not sufficiently empha- 
sized in her appeal to the people of the 
northwest, and that is her abundant and 
pure water streams. Amid all of the luxu- 
riance of the northwest when one getea 
away from the great rivers, there is a lack 
of water, of those pure gushing foun- 
tains whicyu are to be found threading 
every valley of Georgia like streams of 
Silver leading down to sea or to guif. If 
once the picture of‘our abundant water 
could be made reaiistic to these people, 
it would more than overbalance their great 
cribs of wheat and corn. 
the saline water of an inland town, with 
the great prairie undisturbed by a single 
undulation, it is enough to make one sigh 
for the sight of a Georgia dill and the 
inspiration of a Georgia still.

During an hour’s wait between trains at 
the little town of Mendota in Illinois, I 
witnessed a sight which exhibited one of 
the secrets of agricultural success in the 
north. The center business block of the 
town is a solid square of business houses, 


on which every front is equaily well filled | 


with business houses vf every description. 


The sidewalk around the entire square ; 


was of hard cement, and into this side- 
nailed strong rings to which to tie horses. 
When I reached the city every one of 
these rings on every face of the square 
was occupied. Wagon teams, buggy horses, 
saddle horses, so thag-it looked like a 
grand horse parade. would appear as if 
every man for miles around must have 
been in the city and every one had come 
with a conveyance. Ahout 5 o’clock in 
the evening the owners began to arrive, 
and within a few minutes all the horses 
were unhitched and upon every road lead- 
ing out to every point of the compass could 
be seen the hurrying forms of the people 
going home. It was a picture of prosperity, 
a picture which showed that there was 
an even distribution of this world’s goods, 
and the secret of it all wag that the people 
thereabout were ali small farmers. Hardly 
one owned more than fifty acres, but 
every one cultivated what he had, owned 
his own turnout, had credit in town and, 
better. than all, was wise enough not to 
use that credit too freely. Here it was 
that I could see that though in the south 


nature has been over-abundant to us, that 


very over-abundance has destroyed the ne- 
cessity for thrift which exists hereabout. 
If the people of the south could once learn 
the lesson of small farms, of individual 
wee. of ve of her tae he mE 
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would be solved one of the greatest prob- 
lems of the present day.

Another great advantage which the peo- 
ple of thig section of the union have, is its 
great railroad gystem. The short railroad, 
delivering its freight to another short rail- 
road with an unending multiplicity of 
general officers, can be but little better 
than stage coaching, but when great

Birkenbeuel, 
a leading business man of the near-by city 
of La Salle. 

Starved Rock rises abruptly from the 
surrounding prairie like a cliff out of the 
ocean. The rock is a perpendicular mass 
of sandstone, reaching a heighth of 157 feet 
above the water. From all sides it pre- 
sents a bold and rugged appearance. In 
front it overhangs the water that wash- 
es its base. Its western brow looks down 
on the tops of forest trees below. On the 
east is a wide and densely wooded ravine, 
from whose rocky depths a little mumur- 
ing brook creeps down to mingle with the 
river. On the south, or rear side, which 
overlooks the bluff, is the only means of 
access, in the shape of a narrow stairway. 
Fiom the lofty summit, half an acre in 
extent, which seems high and inaccessible, 
like an eagle’s nest, an excellent view can 
be had of the broad and lovely valley of 
the Illinois river, bounded in the distance 
by low, wooded hills and grassy slopes. 
The river winds in two broad channels 
among islands bordered with tall trees, 
and flows calmly westward till its glis- 
tering waters are lost in the hazy distance. 

In September, 1673, Father Marquette, 
accompanied by Joliet, five oarsmen and 
two Indian interpreters, sailed up the IIN- 
waters, unti] then, had nevér 
reflected the face of a white man. On the 
plain opposite Starved Rock was Kaskas- 
kia. the great Indian village of the Illinl; 
and the sight that met the eyes of Father

seen before. Lodges of bark and rushes, 
cabins of sticks and brush were scattered] 
over the open plain, among the bluffs and 
alone the river bank. For many weeks 
Father Marquette remained among these 
people converting and baptising them. Two 
years later he returned and established 
a mission, the first in the state. In 1781 
came La Salle and Tonti, who intrenched 
themselves on Starved Rock, being im- 
pressed with its natural advantages .n case 
of Indian hostilities. They cut away the 
forest that crowned it, dragged timber up 
the marrow pathway, encircled its summit 
with a palisade and named it*rort St. Lou- 
is, in honor of Louis XIV. For many years 
abode of the gay and adventur- 
ous Frenchmen, where pleasure had its 
home and where also were heard morning 
and evening the songs of praise from the 
lips of devout Jesuits. Thus Starved Rock 
formed one_of the links that answered for 
church and fort, at that time the outposts 
of civilization in the wilderness.

In La Salle the Illini Indians saw their 
champicn against all hostile tribes. When 
danger threatened they gathered around 
his stronghold like the timorous peasantry 
of the nuddle agés around the rock-built 
castle. of their feudal lord. Years passed 
and everything went on prosperougly until 
La Salle was murdered and the French 
abandoned Fort St. Louis. 

About the year 1770 a series of melancholy 
incidents occurred in territory of the 
Illini tribe, the memories of which gave 
its name to Starved Rock. Here by star- 
vation perished the remnant of a once 
powerful tribe—the Illini Indians. Pontiac, 
the great chief of the Pottawatomles, at a 
council of War was stabbed to death by 
one of the Illini warriors. For this offense 
the Pottawatomies swore bloody war of 
extermination on the Illinii For many 
days they fought with that savage fury 
known only to Indian warfare. By their 
powerful enemies the Illini were soon re- 
duced to a few warriors,and these, with their 
under cover of nighi,

plenty they were famishing for food. Be- 
low them, at the base of the rock, flowed 
the river, but as its rippling waters glided 
softly by it appeared in mockery to their 
thirst. They had now been fifteen days on 
the rock, their food long since exhausted, 
and little ones were crying for food and 
crink. Old white-haired ¢hiefs, reduced to 
skeletons, crept away under bushes and 
trees and breathed their last. Proud 
’young warriors preferred starvation upon 


this rocky fortress rather than surrender 
to the victorious enemy. A few of the 
more hardy ones feasted for a time upon 
the dead, but finally a party of the allied 
forces ascended the rock and tomahawked 
leaving their re- 
mains on the rock to decay, where their 
bones were seen for many years afterwards. 


And thus Starved Rock was baptised by 
the blood of the Illini, and with that bap- 
tism perished one of the most powerful! 
tribes that roamed the western forest. 
The bold, towering walls of Starved Rock, 
the cliff of the prairie, will ever remain 
a monument of the history of the west.

Private Cobb Tells of the Desperate 
Onslaught on the Spaniards and 
Distress Prevailing in Cuba. 


Athens, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)—Amoneg 
the many hercic young Amer'cans who touk 
part in the battle of Santiago was Private 
Howell Cobb, of troop F, Second cavalry. 

Private Cobb is a son of Judge Howell 
Cobb, of this city, and a grandson of the 
illustrious General Howell Cobb, who pre- 
sided over the first Session of the provision- 
al congress of the confederacy. 

Along with other gallant young southern- 
ers, this descendant Of an illustrious Geor- 
gia family fought beneath the stars and 
Stripes with as much devotion as did his 
father and grandfather beneath the stars 
and bars. 

Judge Cobb ts In receipt of several letters 
from his son, who during the engagement 
at Santiago was one of the 400 mounted 
cavalrymen detailed to de courtier service. 

His service was that of carrying orders 
from Generals Shafter and ‘Miles to Gen- 
eral Wheeler and others in command. In 
this work he was for three days and nigKts 
constantly under fire, 
a splendid chance to view all the fighting. 

In speaking of Genefal Wheeler, Private 
Cobb says that on every occasion he had to 
carry orders to the dashing Alabama leader 
he found him jin the very front rank, lead- 
ing his men to vietory. His conduct was 
superb and inspiring. 

Private Cobb says that the publ’c is mis- 
taken if it thinks Genera] Shafter was safe 
from harm at his headquarters: that Shaf- 
ter’s headquarters were close behind the 
lines und were in a most dangerous posi- 
tion, as the fying shot and shell dropped 
constantly around them. He says that he 
felt safer away from those headquarters 
and considered them one of the most dan- 
gerous positions in the army. 

Private Cobb was serving as courier to 
General] (Miles when the official surrender 
was made and was present and witnessed 
that ceremony. He was also with General 
|Aliles whem old glory went up over Santi- 
ago, 

After the battle he was stricken with fe- 
ver and was eonfined to his bed (on the 
ground) for two days. He then reported for 
duty and has been on duty ever since, 

Horrible Coniition of Affairs. 

He says that the condition of the army 
can hardly be conceived. In his company 
were sixty-nine men who reported after 
the battle. When he wrote his last letter 
home, of that sixty-nine men four had died. 
fifty-five were ill with fever and only ten 
were able to report for duty, having recov- 
ered from the fever. He says this is a fair 
sample of the condition of affairs existing 
in the American army at Santiago. 

He gives it as his opindon that the ma- 
jority of those cases of recoyery are due to 
will power, and that whenever a man g.ves 
up he generally dies quickly. His own 
bunkmate died, but he made up his mind 
that he wouldnt die, and pulled through. 
The provisions for hospital service are very 
inadequate, and the food poor. Since the 
battle he had lived on hardtack and bacon. 

Private Cobb says that when his company 
was ordered to Cuba they were in the far 
west. hey went to Cuba wearing heavy 
w'nter clothing and no other e¢lothing has 
yet been funished them. “Many of the men 
threw their coats away. As for him, for 
weeks he has been wearing only his under- 
clothes, the top clothes being unbearable. 

He expects to come back to the United 
States ina few days and will go to 
Montauk Point. From there he will proba- 
bly come to Athens. 


THE LAST REVIEW COMES TODAY 


Troops Will Begin To March Away 
from Chickamauga This Week. 
Chickamauga National Park, Ga., Au- 

gust 16.—The sick men in the regimental 
hospitals of the Second and Third divisions 
of the First corps are being transferred as 
rapidly as practicable to the Sternberg and 
other reserve hospitals in the park, where 
the accommodations are mudh better than 
have heretofore existed. The purpose is 
to clear the two divisions of all their sick 
immediately, leaving in the regiments all 
those strong enough to stand a march of 
ten miles. When this work is completed, 
the divisions will.be ready to leave for 
their new camps, as far as preparations 
here are concerned. Most of the conva- 
lescents thave received furloughs and are 
going to their homes. 

General Sanger, commanding ibe Third 
divisien, First corps, returned from Lex- 
ington, Ky., tonight, after having located 
a suitable camp for his division. It is ex- 
pected that his division will teave Camp 
Thomas the latter part of this week, while 
General McKee’'s division will leave as soon 
as he can make the necessary arrange- 
ments about a camp. The Associated Press 
news from Washington this evening regard- 
ing the plan to muster out 5,000 of the 
volunteers has caused a feeling of satis- 
faction in many of the camps over the 
prospects of an early return of the peace- 
ful pursuits of home life. 

As yet, however, there is not a feeling 
that interest in military affairs is at an 
end. The culmination of all the interests 
of camp .life will come tomorrow when 
44.000 of the volunteers, imcluding' the 
cavalry and artillery, will pass in revicw 
at Camp Thomas. The loca] interest in this 
event is just such as would be manifested 
by the whole country had all the people 
an opportunity to witness it. It will be a 
holiday for Chattanooga. Stores, banks 
and business houses generally will be closed, 
and the citizens of Chattanooga will turn 
out in a body to witness the pageant. A 
number of distinguished men are expected 
to be present at the review. Governor At- 
kinson and Senator Bacon, of Georgia, ar- 
rived tonight. Governor Taylor, of Ten- 
nessee, was expected to be here, but is sick 
at his home in Johnson City and cannot 
come. 

The troops will form by divisions at $8 
o'clock. At 8:30 o’clock the column will 
begin the march by the reviewing stand 
near Snodgrass Hill. The two brigades and 
one squadron of cavalry will head the col- 
umn, and will be followed by the artillery, 
the army of infantry following in the order 
of its formation. It will probably be after 
the hour of noon before the last company 
of infantry passes the reviewing stand.

They attacked the pooling agreement, char- 
acterizing it as having been conceived and 
formulated for the purpose of perpetuating 
the present control of the property by a 
few individuals, who did not nold as much 
stock as Ryan.

Secretary Day has had an exceedingly. 
brief career as a public man, but from 
all indications he stands an excellent 
chance of going down into history as one 
of the most successful men who ever 
held high office. ‘Within less than two 
vears he will have gone from his law 
office in an Ohio town to the state de- 
partment as first assistant, a position he 
held until promotion came which placed 
him at the head of the president's cab- 
inet; his career as secretary has been 
in a time when the duties of the office 
have been most important, and history 
will state that ‘he performed them well; 
from the state department he goes to 
Paris at the head of a peace commission 
whose work must, in its very nature, 
mark one of the important eras of this 
country’s history, and that is itself a 
high honor; with that his career as a 
public man will, by ‘his own volition, 
end. 

A brilliant record, indeed. The criti- 
cisms that were hurled at the state de- 
partment in the days when we were be- 
ing played with by the diplomats of 
Spain will be forgotten.

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Public Buildings and Original Appro- 
priations. 


Is it possible thait the erection of the 
new state capitol building at Harrisburg, 
Pa., is to be attended with the same 
wholesale corruption which has marked 
the erection of the new city hall build- 
ing in Philadelphia? 

This is at least the apprehension which 
prevails in the Keystone State among 
those who are supposed to be familiar 
with the inside facts. We do not at- 
tach much importance to mere rumors, 
but when statements are persistently re- 
peated upon what appears to be good 
authority, we cannot escape the convic- 
tion that they must contain some ele- 
ment of truth. In other words, where 
there is so much smoke there is obliged 
to be some fire; and just at present the 
whole state of Pennsylvania is wreathed 
with smoke of suspicion growing out of 
the erection of the new state capitol 
building. 

Several days ago the laying of the 
corner stone of the new state capitol 
building was solemnized with appropri- 
ate exercises and naturally the news- 
papers of the state have since been 
full of interesting comment bearing upcn 
that important event. From the inform- 
ation thus gathered we learn that the 
cost of the structure before it receives 
its finishing touches may possibly reach 
the prodigious sum of $25,000,000! When 
we recall the fact that the figures stipu- 
lated by the last state legislature of 
Pennsylvania fixed the cost of the new 
state capitol building at $550,000, we can 
form some idea of the uneasiness which 
exists over the matter in the minds of 
the taxpayers of the Keystone State, 

We trust that the ‘heavy burden of ex- 


| pense thus dreaded will not materialize. 


Nevertheless, we are moved to ask the 
question: Why is it that in some locali- 
ties it is almost impossible to erect pub- 
lic buildings without exceeding *he fig- 
ures stipulated in orignal appropria- 
tions and without entailing endless ob- 
ligations upon taxpayers? Indeed, there 
are few public buildings of recent date 
in the United States which do not illus- 
trate this remark. Perhaps there is 
no instance on record either in this 
country or in any other which is more 
directly in point than the erection of 
the new city hall building tn Philadel- 
phia. Though still unfinished, this 
structure has cost up to the present time 
not less than $23,000,000, whereas the 
original appropriation. which was 
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_ ent,_and_for “it™the county. as 


structure was’ something like $2,900,000 
or less. Another instance which we 
might cite is that of the state capitol 
building at Albany, N. Y., but we <an- 
not give the exact figures. 

“Thus it appears that fraud in the 
erection of public buildings in the Unit- 
ed States ts nothing strange or new to 
this country’s experience. But while 
this is true of some lcovalities we rejoice 
that such is not the case down here in 
Georgia. When the legislature of this 
state authorized several years ago the 
erection of the present magnifieent state 
capitol building it specified fhat the cost 
of that structure was no to exc2ed the 
sum of $1,000,000. This injunction was 
carried out ito the letter, and when the 
work was finally completed the com- 
mission enjoyed the satisfaction not only 
of having been able to build it, but with- 
in the original appropriation, but also 
of having been able to.turn back into 
the state treasury several thousand -lol- 
lars of unexpended money. We point 
with pride to this record, and we hold 
it up triumphantly to the emulation of 
other states, 

We do not undertake to say where the 
trouble lies in such instances of fraud 
as the ones which we have pointed cut, 
but we do say that dishonesty exists 
somewhere; otherwise such fabulous 
drafts upon the public resources would 
hardly be rendered possible. Legitimate 
mistakes do not produce such consée- 
quences, and they can only be explained 
on the score of corruption. May the 
day’ speedily come when the principles 
of sound morality will be as scrupulous- 
ly illustrated in the erection of public 
buildings as well as in the ordinary af- 
fairs of life. 


Our Interests in the Eastern Question. 

Because it is supposed to have been 
made with special regard to his knowl- 
edge of the eastern question, as it is 
called in Europe, the appointment of 
Colonel John Hay as a member of the 
cabinet is a matter of especial interest 
just at this juncture when the two most 
powerful nations of the world are sup- 
posed to be on the eve of breaking the 
world’s peace, 

‘We are told that Colonel Hay has been 
chosen largely, if not entirely, because 
of his familiarity with the complications 
now reaching a head in China. His 
residente in London is supposed to have 
tended to a special equipment for treat- 
ing that portion of this question in 
which .this country is interested; and 
whether this is.true in the fullest sense 
or not, it seems probable that he, be- 
ing a man of sense and a student, has 
absorbed from his surroundings some 
knowledge that can be put to good use 
in the state department. Colonel Hay 
is an accomplished gentlemen and a stu- 
dent of affairs. So far as we ‘have been 
able to see, his residence abroad has 
not spoiled his Americanism, which 
speaks well for him and tends to in- 
crease the belief that the president has 
made the best selection in ‘his power, 

The suggestion that the appointment 
is made largely because of his knowl- 
edge of the relations of the European 
powers with regard to China is particu- 
larly interesting in that it comes from 
an administration which went into pow- 
er because it was supposed to represent 
the very essence of high protection, For 
the republicans to acknowledge that 
this country has any interest in the pos- 
sible partition of China is stegnificant, 
for it shows an abandonment of the 
foolish “home market is enough” poli- 
cy which has been the necessary accom- 
paniment of exorbitant tariff rates. It 
is that crv which has made t possible 
for the specially protected interests to 
continue their robbery of the people long 
after their infant industries have grown 
gray from old age. 

That the United States has a deep in- 
terest in the thhappenings in Carna it 
does not require a ‘student of interna- 
tional affairs to see. If there is a na- 
tion vitally interested {tm fair trade in 
the orient it is this one which, under 
favorable conditions, is sure to outstrip 
all others in the control of the com- 
merce in that richest of fields. This Is 
the one field left for development, at 
least ithe one which holds out to us the 
greatest promise. Fair trade, fair 
opportunities, no discrimination against 
us—that is all we need. We should 
have that if it ts in our power to se- 
cure it. 

Ait the bottom of the present compli-- 
cations Which bid fair to plunge Great 
Britain and Russia into war is‘ this 
same desire for fair trade. (The Salis- 
bury policy of an “open door” means 
that, and nothing more. Great Britain 
has been contending that all nations 
should be given equal opportunities for 
trade in China, as against the policy of 
Russia, France and Germany, which 
would lead in the end to the partition of 
that empire. Just now there is great 
hue and cry against Salisbury in Eneg- 
land because he is _ believed to have 
failed through ‘the machinations of the 
wily Lit Hung Chang, but whatever hap- 
pens, Great Britain can be counted up- 
on to take care of herself. In any par. 
titioning of China she will not be left 
out. 

Not so with the Uniited States. We 
would not take a hand in the partition- 
ing if we were asked, and we will not 
be asked. But we are vitally interested 
in fair trade with China. The fleld be- 
longs to us more tthan to any of the 
others Who are talking so blithely of 
shutting us out of it, for that will be the 
practical effect of dismemberment of 
the Chinese empire. Are we to sit idly 
by and let this dismemberment eo on? 
The problem is a highly interesting one. 
We have reached a stage in our national 
development when this question has be- 
come very real. It does look as if we 
have a concetn in the maintenance of 
“open doors” even beyond that of Great 
Britain, and that we may be compelled 
by the force of events to assert our 
rights. 

The appointment of Colonel Hay as 
secretary of state seems to indicate that 
the president has had in mind this pos- 
sibility. That, alt least, is the impres- 
sion at Washington, and it seems a log- 
ical deduction from the facts as they 
present themselves to observers. Time 
brings some queer changes. It certain- 
ly looks peculiar to see a republican ad- 
ministration waking to the necessity of 
pushing our commerce in the markets 
of the world when the necessity for that 
has always been a part of the democrat- 
ic creed, but it is never too late to learn, 
If Colonel Hay will bring back from 
England some plan by which the door of 
China may be kept permanently open to 
American commerce, ‘he will earn the 
gratitude of ‘his fellow citizens.

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| SHAFTER’S DEFENSE - 
OF HIS OPERATIONS. 


General William H. Shafter, commanding 
the American forces in Cuba, writes an 
interesting letter from Santiago to Mr. 
Charles J. Swift, of Columbus, Ga., in 
which he notices the criticisms which have 
been passed upon his military’ operations. 
Speaking of the letter, The Columbus KIn- 
quirer-Sun says: 


‘“Tihhe reply of General Shafter to this 
letter is a document of national impor- 
tance and interest, It is the letter of a 
plain, blunt soldier, who writes frankly 
and to the point, and after reading tne 
document one cannot fail to think the 
more of the man who wrote it. The 
Enquirer-Sun has never joined in the 
abuse and criticisms of General Shafter, 
and we have never had any sympathy 
with it. General Wheeler, who was on 
the scene of action, declares over 1:18 
own signature that the criticisms upon 
General Shafter are very unjust. 
there is any man living competent to 
judge as to General Shafter’s manage- 
ment during the fighting at Santiago, 
that man is Joe Wheeler, and his letter 
should forever silence the foolish and 
mean criticism heaped upon one of the 
bravest and best soldiers in the Amer- 
ican army. General Shafter deserves to 
be advanced in rank for his able and 
capable management of the Santiago 
campaign.,”’ 

The following is the full text of General 
Shafter’s letter: 


“Headquarters Fifth Army Corps, 
Santiago de Cuba, July 27, 1898.—My Dear 
Mr. Swift: I thank you sincerely, and 
the gentlemen with you, fer your good 
wishes. You sized the situation up ex- 
actly; the campaign was the mest diffi- 
cult that has ever been undertaken by 
en American. army. You can have no 
proper conception of the difficulties: 
roads, which at the beginning were only 
bridle paths, had to be cut; heat was 
intense, and raining fearfully every 
afternoon. 

“There were no criticisms from official 
sources; all this talk that I have just 
seen in the papers, about being interfer- 
ed with from Washington, is absolutely 
false. I was not interfered with in any 
way, and, had I failed, the failure would 
have been my own. There was never a 
suggestion from any person in the war 
department; they simply told me what 
they wished me to do, and left me to 
carry it out in My own way. I did, 
however, have to take some chances in 
not waiting for re-enforcements; but I 
felt every confidence in my own army, 
and that they were immensely superior 
to the enemy In point of moral courage 
and stamina; and I also knew that the 
enemy could not escape, and when I took 
the chances of waiting, knowing every 
day it was making the enemy weaker 
and myself stronger, I did it in the con- 
sciousness that I would come out just 
as I have. Phe result is, that with 
about 16,000 men in line, I can show 
25,000 prisoners: with all of eastern 
Cuba freed from Spanish soldiers. 

“The endurance and fortitude of the - 
men was something wonderful; they 
were out for days without a change of 
clothing or a particle of shelter; broil- 
ing part of the day and soaked the 
rest; but there was never a complaint 
from any of them. 

“With pest wishes to you all, and 
thanking your friends for their confi-

“Major General.” 
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FROM DAY TO HAY. 


Since the present United States ambassa- 
dor to England, Colonel John Hay, 1s 
scheduled to succeed Secretary of State 
William R. Day in the office which the 
latter relingvishes to become chairman of 
tht peace commission, public attention nat- 
urally centers once more upon the inter- 
esting personality of the former. 

Colonel Hay is now well advanced in 
years, but is still apparently in the enjoy- 
ment of good health. His genius is of the 
kind usually termed versatile and he is as 
muoh at home in the realm of letters as in 
the realm of politics. Though not classed 
in the front rank of poets, he jis the author 
of several productions in verse which are 
prime favorites with the English-speaking 
world 4n both hemispheres. His literary 
culture-rather than his diplomatic§ skill 
has rendered him exceedingly popular with 
our brethren across the water, who re- 
gard him with much of the same interest 
which they formerly bestowed upon James 
Russell Lowell, another type of the literary 
ambassador. ‘ 

Born in the state of Indiana, Colonel Hay 
first came into nationa) prominence in 1861, 
when he accepted the position of assistant 
secretary to President Lincoln. This posi- 
tion carried with it some degree of active 
service in the capacity of aid-de-camp, 
which secured for Colonel Hay his military 
title. Immediately after the war he was 
made the chief secretary of the legation 
at Paris, but resigning that position in 
1867, he became charge d'affaires at Vienna 
and subsequently the chief secretary of the 
legation at Madrid. On returning to the 
United States he became first assistant 
editor and the editor-in-chief of The New 
York Tribune. Under the administration 
of President Hayes he ably filled the role 
of assistant secretary of state, and in 1881 
he represented the United States «et the 
international sanitary congress, being made 
the president of that body. Though edu- 
cated for the practice of law, Colonel Hay 
has found little time to devote to that pro- 
fession, so thoroughly has he been im- 
mersed in pubic affairs. What little time 
he has found to devote to other matters he 
has given to his literary work, both in 
prose and in verse, and undoubtedly he 
owes the bulk of his reputation to the leis- 
ure exercises in which he has thus in- 
dulged. 

When President McKinley came into office 
one of his first acts was to appoint Colonel 
Hay ambassador to the court of St. James. 
In that capacity Colonel Hay has since 
distinguished himself by his polished ad- 
dresses on public occasions. whicn have 
been distinctly rich in literary flavor, be- 
sides thoroughiy American in tone. His 
personal dignity has also been such as to 
commend him to those ut home as well as 
to those abroad. For some time past ru- 
mor has advertised the fact that Colonel 
Hay would be called to the office of secre- 
tary of state, but the official announcement 
to this effect has been withheld until the 
present time. Mr. Day was the most avyail- 
abie man for secretary of state at the time 
of Mr. Sherman's yesignation several 
months ago, but now that Mr. Day is com- 
pelled to relinquish that office, President 
McKinley is thus enabled to carry out the 
desire with which he has long been cred- 
ited, viz: the desire to call Colonel Hay 
into the cabinet. 

We do nct doubt that Colonel Hay will 
prove acceptable to the country at large. 
He has had wide experience in public 
affairs and has never lacked for sufficient 
ability to sustain himself in any »wsition 
which he has occupied heretofore. We do 
not know of any republican better. quali- 
fied for conscientious and efficient discharge 
of the duties of that portfolio.

SICK GEORGIANS 
ARRIVE FROM TAMPA 


Sey 


Eleven Men of Second Georgia Regiment 
Sick with Fever Came Yesterday. 


TRAIN BRINGS 160 PATIENTS 


Eighteen Volunteers of the Fifth 
Maryland on the Train. 


ONLY ONE OFFICER IN THE PARTY 


Two Volunteers Died of Typho‘d Fe- 
ver at Fort McPherson Yester- 
day Morning. 


A HOSPITAL TRAIN WITH 160 SOL- 
diers from the hospitals at Tampa, Fla., 
arrived at Fort ‘McPherson yesterday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock, in charge of Major Rich- 
ards and a large detail of men from the 
hospital corps. 

In one of the sleepers of the long train 
Were eleven men of the Second Georgia 
Volunteer regiment, now at Tampa, who 
were brought up to Atlanta for the purpose 
of getting them away from the fever in- 
fected hospitals and surroundings of 
Tampa. Together with the Georgians came 
eighteen other volunteers, all of them from 
the Fifth Maryland infantry. 

Early yesterday morning Major Taylor, 
in command of the hospita] at the post, re- 
ceived a telegram from ‘Major Richards, on 
the hospital train, informing him that the 
special with the sick soldiers from Florida 
would arrive at Fort McPherson at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. Preparations for 
the reception of the patients were at once 
begun, and a detail of forty men from the 
Fifth regiment recruits was appointed by 
Captain Forbes to aid in transporting the 
Bick on litters from the train to the hos- 
pital. buildings. 

A sufficient number of cots for the use 
of all the fever patients on the train re- 
mained, since a great many convalescents 
have rec@éntly been dismissed from fhe hos- 
pital and given furloughs to return to their 
homes. Arrangements were made Dy the 
physicians to put as many of the men sick 
With typhoid as possible in the hospital 
tents on the parade grounds, in order to 
Sive them the benefit of the fresh air. 

Of the 160 men on the train, 140 of them 
are down with typhoid and malarial fever, 
and a few of the remaining are attacked 
With dysentery. None of the patients were 
in the Cuban campaign and none of them 
are down with gunshot wounds. The gen- 
eral character of the sickness on the train 
ls stated by ‘Major Richards, who gave the 
men the most careful attention throughéut 
the trip, to be exceedingly light, although 
several of the fever patients are very low 
and not expected to live. It was learned 
through reference to the steward’s register 
that none of the Georgia boys are danger- 
Susly ill, and while some of them have 
fever the majority of the cases are very 
light.

The only other volunteer outside’ of the 
Fifth Maryland and Second Georgia regi- 
ments was Augustin Druell, private, in the 
Thirty-third Michigan. 

Only one commissioned officer came as a 
patient on the hospital train—Lieutenant 
Bradley, of the Fifth infantry, one of the 
young lieutenants who recently joined the 
regiment at Tampa. Lieutenant Bradley 
has typhoid fever, but the atack is a light 
one and he will recover with careful nurs- 
ing. He was carried at once to the post 
hospital, the ward reserved for the officers. 

The hospital train was backed into the 
barracks upon its arriva? and the coaches 
with the most serious cases %ere stopped 
alongside of! the platform of the commis- 
sary buildings, where several hours were 
spent in removing the patients through the 
windows of the cars on litters. The work 
progressed siowly for the reason that there 
were not enough litters to carry the men, 
and dusk had fallen before the last of the 
sick were removed to the hospitals. 

Many of the poor fellows, as they lay on 
the litters, looked more dead than alive, 
and heeded not the gaze of the curious 
crowd that lined the walks to the hospitals. 
emaciated and utterly exhausted 
from the tropical] heat of Tampa, some of 
them appeared more as shadows than as 
living men. 

The hospital train, in charge of Major 
Richards, will hold over for a day in At- 
lanta for repairs and will probably be or- 
dered to Tampa again tomorrow or next 
day. 

Two Hospital Patients Die. 


In the hospitals of Fort McPherson, yes- 
terday was a quiet day, and the only thing 
to disturb the tranquillity was the prepara- 
tion for the arrival of the hospital train. 

During the morning Elmer J. Jordan, 
private, company K, Second New York vol- 
unteers, passed away, having been sick 
with typhoid fever for some weeks. His 
body will probably be shipped at once to 
his home in. New York instead of being 
buried at ‘Marietta. Later in the day, John 
B. Brawand, recruit for the Third infantry, 
died in the hospital of fever.

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cussion by the reunion association, it is 
probable that the veterans will play an 
important part in the final disposition of 
the Soldier’s home, which was some vears 
ago rejected by the legislature, and which 
has since been a subject of much dis- 
cussion. _ 

The resolution was introduced by Captain 
J. C. Hendrix, and was some2what of a 
surprise, although the veterans have for 
some time been awaiting an opportunity 
to express themselves on the subject of the 
home. The resolwtion was precipitated by 
a discussion of the disposition of funds 
in the treasury sufficient to entertain the 
veterans during the reunion. 

Immediately after the meeting had been 
called to order by Colonel W. A. Hemphill, 
chairman, the report of Chairman Anthony 
Murphy, of the finance committee, was 
submitted and adopted. The report was 
complete, and showed that the amount sub- 
scribed for the entertainment of the vet- 
erans was $12,509.

THE ORDER FOR THE REMOVAL OF 
the fighting Fifth infantry to Fort Mc- 
Pherson has been held in abeyance by the 
commanding officer of the department of 
the gulf and the regiment now on its 
way to Atlanta will be directed to take 
up quarters at some other camp unless 
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the recruits with necessities, 
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be spent for charity, because it had not 
been given for that purpose, and it could 


not be kept by the association, because it 
! 


belonged to the people. 

Captain English moved that the money be 
turned unconditionally over to the city, 
and he stated that in the treasury of At- 
lanta it would belong to Atlanta’s citizens. 

Mr. Murphy moved that a commitiee be 
appointed to invest the money where it 
would bring large returns. It was Mr. 
Murphy’s idea to expend the interest on 
the .money in aiding veterans who are in 
need. Captain J. C. Hendrix then secured 
the floor and stated that he had in his 
pocket a resolution which embodied both | 
the motion made by Captain English and 
the one made by Mr. Murphy. 

To Save Soldiers’ Home. 


Captain Hendrix stated that the Soldiers’ 
home had long been a subject of discussion 
among the veterans, and that all fek that 
the state had done Them an injustice. He 
said that there was no telling when some 
of the veterans then at the meeting would 
be in need of aid, and that while they would 
object to going to the poorhouse, they 
would not mind going to a soldiers’ home; 
because they all felt that they had fought 
for a home in ’6l. 

He then offered the following resolution: 

“Whereas, the Soldiers’ home, near At- 
lanta, has been accepted by the state, and 
is standing unoccupied while scores of old 
veterans are without shelter; and 


“Whereas, the executive committee of 
the Reunion Association of Confederate 
Veterans of Georgia has a fund saved 
from the amount contributed to pay the 
expenses of the recent reunion, amounting 
to $3,849.20; and 

“Whereas, this committee desires to see 
the Soldiers’ home equipped and occupied 
by the old soldiers, therefore be it 
“Resolved, by the executive committee 
of the Reunion Association of Confederate 
Veterans of the State of Georgia, That the 
funds row in hand, amounting to $3,849.20, 
be placed in the keeping of the city of At- 
lanta as trustee for the Confederate Re- 
unicn Association, with the understanding 
and direction that if the state of Georgia 
shall accept the Soldiers’ home, and make 
provision for maintaining it, within one 
year from this date, then the city is to 
turn over this amount to the proper persons 
having charge of said home. But if not 
so accepted and provided for within the 
period named, then this fund shall be 
placed in the city treasu and become a 
part of the common fund of the city of 
Atianta.”’ 


This resolution appeared to meet with the 
approval of many of the committee, but it 
precipitated much discussion. It was op- 
posed by Captain English, who again stated 
that the money should be given to the city 
unconditionally. : 

Other members of the committee said the 
time had arrived “r another fight in the

After giving votes of 
thanks to the citizens of Atlanta, to Colo- 
nel W. A. Hemphill, chairman of the com- 
mittee, and to-Coluns! John O. Waddell, 
secretary, the executive committee ad- 
journed sine die. 

The Association Meets. 

The reunion association was then called 
to order by General Clement A. Evans in 
room 104, Kimball house, and the secretary, 
Colonel Waddell, reported a quorum pres- 
ent. On motion of Captain Hendrix, all 
actions taken by the executive committee, 
with the exception of the disposition of the 
$3,849.20 in the treasury, were approved, and 
that question was declared open for dis- 
cussion. 

Members of the association deemed it un- 
wise to dispose of the matter yesterday, 
and it was decided to postpone further dis- 
cussion on the question until the after- 
noon of Thursday, September Ist, at 4 
o'clock, in room 104 Kimball house, and 
Secretary Waddell was instructed to give 
notice of the meeting to be held on that 
day to members of the association.

As a result of the council Lieu- 
senant Normoyle left the city yesterday 
afternoon for Barnesville, where he went 
to examine into the suitability of the place 
for an encampment for his regiment. 

It is altogether probable that the con- 
ditions, sanitary and otherwise, at Barnes- 
ville will meet with the approval of Gen- 
eral Pennington, commanding the depart- 
ment of the gulf, and that the camp for 
the Fifth infantry will finally be located at 
that place. 

When the order for the return of the 
Fifth infantry was issued some days ago, 
serious opposition to the movement at once

The danger of maintaining a large camp 
of troops almost in tyuch with the fever 
patients in the hospitals, which was 
promptly averted bv the removal of the 
recruits, would agejin be courted if 1,000 
men of the Fifth inf try were permitted 
to take up quarters at the barracks. 

it was at the earnest suggestion of Ma- 
jor Taylor and Major Macdonald, of the 
hospitai service, that the department of 
the gulf concluded to form sub-camps in 
the state for the use of the men who were 
declared to be in some danger from the 
large amount of fever in the hospitals of 
Fort McPherson. 

As soon as the shacks of the recruits be- 
came empty and the men had taken a fond 
farewell of the fever-ridden post, the de- 
partment issued an order bringing the 
Fifth infantry from Tampa to take the 
places of the recruits who have just de- 
parted, and the same evil at once presented 
itself. 

It is consistently maintained by the med- 
ica] officers that where there are nearly 
ow cases of typhoid fever is no place for 
a large body of soldiers. However well 
the sanitary conditions may be, there is 
always a danger of the germ spreading, 
aithough no cases of the disease have 
been caused at Fort McPherson so far 
from local conditions. The presence of 
So much sickness always has a depressing 
effect on troops. 

For these reasons it was decided yester- 
day morning to hold the order for the 
removal of the Fifth infantry in abeyance 
and determine first whether a _ suitable 
camp, not far from Atianta, could not be 
selected for the regiment. 

Colonel Hall, assistant adjutant general 
of the department of the gulf, made an 
effort yesterday morning to reach the 
Fifth infantry at Tampa by telegraph, 
but up to a late hour yesterday afternoon 
he had not heard from Colonel Freeman, 
commanding the regiment, ;

association. 

The young ladies have not been ham- 
pered in their work by being compelled to 
appeal to any national organization, with 
headquarters at Washington, for funds nec- 
essary to carry out their plans, but when- 
ever the emergency has arisen they have 
been ready to meet it on the spot without 
delay. Being distinctly a local organiza- 
tion, the relief association has had an ad- 
vantage from that fact, and while others 
assisting in the work of relief have been 
compelled first to receive the consent of 
their organization before proceeding, the 
Atlanta Relief Association has had no au- 
thority to apply to and thas used its funds 
in every case to the best advantage. 

Much credit is due to the young ladies 
who have abandoned their summer outings 
in order to lend their efforts to supplying 
the soldiers in need, and the work is thor- 
oughly appreciated not only by the sol- 
diers themselves, but by the public. 

The report of the president of the asso- 
ciation, Miss Ella Powell, showed that the 
funds contributed to the association have 
been disposed of in the following manner:

Rect of Councilman Thomson's Free 
Lunch Ordinance. 


RESTRICTS SALE OF LIQUOR 


Liquor Cannot Be Sold in Connection 
with Any Other Business. 


pAUS MEN WILL COME UNDER THIS 


Previous Ordinance Knocking Out 
Drug Men Is in Court, but This 
One Has Same Effect. 
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THE ORDINANCE PASSED BY COUN- 
q@l at its meeting Monday afternoon, known 
as the free lunch ordinance, and presuma- 
bly passed for the purpose of restricting 
the liquor dealers in furnishing food in 
their places of business, is causing consid- 
erable comment. 

To all intents and purposes, the ordi- 
nance is the same as the one passed by 
council some time ago to prevent the sale 
of liquor by drug men and by persons con- 
ducting other businesses in the same place 
where the whisky was sbld. This ordi- 
nance, it will be remembered, caused an 
injunction to be obtained against the city 
to prevent the enforcement and the matter 
is now in the United States circuit court 
for this district. Qne ur the principal ob- 
jections to the former ordinance seems to 
have been the claim that it was class leg- 
islation. 

The new ordinance prohibits the sale of 
liquors in connection with any other busi- 
ness. No special business is named and 
if the ordinance is signed by the mayor, 
whisky cannot be lawiully sold in the city 
of Atlanta except in saloons and in whole- 
sale whisky houses. 

Although very little can be ascertained 
as to the cause of the ordinance and those 
it is intended to reach, it is said that it is 
a direct blow at drug stores and was pass- 
ed for the especial purpose of preventing 
drug men from selling whisky and beer. 
Dr. Jo Jacobs obtained the injunction to 
prevent the city from enforcing its prev- 
jous ordinance. 

Dr. Jacobs was seen yesterday and asked 
about the new ordinance and its effect on 
him. He said he knew very little of the 
ordinance, but knew of its passage and of 
its restrictions. ‘‘There would be no need 
of having a new ordinance,’ said Dr. Ja- 
cobs, “if the city would enforce the laws 
on its books. I cannot say what we will 
do about the matter. Of course something 
will be done, but 1 do not care to make 
any remarks concerning that.” 

Colonel W. 8S. Thomson, who introduced 
the original free lunch ordinance for which 
the present ordinance is a substitute, was 
seen yesteruay and asked about the ordi- 
nance and if it was intended for the drug 
men in particular. 

“The ordinance speaks for itself,’ said 
Colonel Thomson, ‘It was agreed on by the 
liquor men as a compromise on my original 
ordinance, and | accepted it as such. It 
was prepared to suit their views. The or- 
dinance intends to separate the liquor busi- 
ness from other businesses and it pro- 
hibits the sale of liquors in connection with 
any other business. It covers everybody 
W.0 comes under it and if the drug men 
are in that class it also applies to them.” 

City Attorney Anderson was asKed about 
the ordinance, but said he had not studied 
it and did not know just what businesses 
it inciuded. 

When asked about the ordinance, Mayor 
Collier said he thought it would knock out 

y one handling whisky except the sa- 
ioons and wholesale houses. He says it 
will eover every business where whisky is 
soid in connection with anything other than 
the articles provided in the ordinance. 

With the situation as it stands now, the 
drug men will be unable to sell whisky at 
their drug stores even if the injunction 
to prevent the city from enforcing the first 
Ordinance is made permanent. Jniess an 
injunction i6 obtained against the juesent 
ordinance, it will stand, regardless of what 
becomes of the other. 

The ordinance in full is as f»llows: 

“An ordinance to prohibit liquor dealers 
from keeping and furnishing free lunch 
other than crackers, cheese, pretzels, pic- 
kles and sausage and from conduciing the 
liquor business in connection with any 
Otner business. 

“Section 1.—Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council that from and after 
the passage of this ordinance it shall be 
unlawfui for any retail dealer in liquors in 
the city to keep at nis place of business, 
or furnish to his patrons or visitors at such 
place, food of any sort except crackers, 
cheese, pretzels, pickles and sausage, which 
shali not be served by waiters or on tables, 
but only on the counters. 

“Providing, however, when such a dealer 
has a license to keep a hotel, eating house 
or lunch room or ‘stand,’ totally discon- 
nected with the barroom, this ordinance 
shall be applicable only to the barroom. 

“Sec. 2.—Be it further ordained by the 
mayor and general council that liquor or 
beer shall not be sord, at wholesale or re- 
tail. in connection with any other business, 
except that dealers’*in liquors and beers at 
wholesale or retail may carry in stock or 
in their bar or wholesale room cigars, to- 
bacco, cigarettes and similar goods usually 
gonstituting part of the stock of a liquor 
store or saloon. 

“Sec. 3.—Be it further ordained by the 
Mayor and general council that a violation 
of any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall subject the offender on conviction 
thereof to a punishment by fine not exceed- 
ing $10 or imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days, either or both, in the discre- 
tion of the recorder’s court, and such con- 
Viction shall work a forfeiture of the li- 
cense of the offender or dealer in whose 
Place the offense occurred. 

“Sec. 4.—Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid that al) ordinances or 
Paris of ordinances in conflict with the 
Provisions of this ordinance be and the 
Same hereby are repealed.”

Strange Disappearance of Wife 
of William £ Marshall 


POLICE ARE APPEALED 10 


Left Her Boarding House To Go To 
the Posteffice, 


HUSBAND TELLS THE STORY 10 POLICE 


City Detectives Searching for Missing 
Woman—Believed She Has Been 
Foully Dealt With—Suicide 
Suggested—W hat Mar- 
shall Says. 


THD MYSTPRIOUS DISAPPEARANCE 
of Mrs. William IE. Marshall, of this city, 
yesterday was the cause of an investigation 
by the detective department of the police 
and it ds believed that the affair may lead 
to a sensation when it has been thoroughly 
investigated. 

As it came to the city detectives, the 
story of ‘Mrs. Marshall’s disappearance is 
one which bears evidence of foul play, and 
Captain Slaughter said he would not be 
surprised if the matter took a decidedly 
sensationa] turn. 

William E. Marshall came to Atlanta 
from Birmingham last Saturday night and 
engaged rooms at the Eureka house, on 
South Pryor street. Yesterday he secured 
a position and at noon went t3} work. He 
left his wife writing letters to her father 
and mother and she was in good health, 
and so far as he knew perfectly happy and 
He returned to the boarding 
house in the afternoon at 6 o'clock and 
found his wife was not there. He wds 
told that she had left the house at 1 
o'clock, saying she was going to the post-

office and would be back in a few minutes. 
She had never been seen again by the other 
Inmates of the hotel. 

Marshall began a search for his wife and 
could find no trace of her. He continued 
the search until! 7 o’clock last night, when 
he decided to appeal to thé police. He call- 
ed at the police barracks and had a long 
talk with Captain @iugnhter, leaving a de- 
scription and photograph of (Mrs. Marshall. 

The missing woman is twenty-one years 
of age and has dark-brown hair and eyes 
of the same color. She is healthy and 
strong and decidedly pretty. 

| Only a Pistol Missing. 

Marshall states that he had@ over a hun- 
drec dollars in his trunk and he found it all 
there. His wife knew where the money 
was, and if she had intended running away 
she would have taken it, or a part of it, 
as she did not have a cent of her own. 
She left all her clothes, and her jewelry 
was in the box in the trunk where she al- 
ways kept if. 

The only thing missing was a pistol. which 
was loaded, and this suspic'ous ejircum- 
stance was one thing that was particularly 
noted by the detectives. 

Mrs. ‘Marshal! does not know a person in 
Atlanta and has no place to visit. She 
knows none of the streets, never having 
been in Atlanta before. When leaving the 
boarding house she inquired the route to 
the postoffice and laughingly said: 

“I don't suppose I can get lost at such 
an hour as this, when there are so many 
people on the street of whom I could in- 
quire the way back to the hotel.’' 

Marshall was greatly excited when he 
was at the police barracks talking to the 
captain of detectives. He was wearied with 
his long walk and he passed his hand 
nervously through his hair when speaking 
of his wife’s strange disappearance. 

“T just don’t know what to think of og 
he said, ‘‘my wife and myself have never 
had a cross word in our lives, and she 
seemed to be so happy because I had got 
work to do. She was writing Jetters 
to her parents, who live in Waterview, Ky., 
when I went to work, and she said she was 
writing to let them know that I had a po- 
sition and that we would do well in At- 
lanta. I gave her the stamps with which 
to mail the letters. When I returned to 
the house I was told that my wife had been 
gone six hours. I at once became uneasy 
and went out to look for her. I fear some- 
thing awful has happened to her, for there 
was no earthly reason why she should leave 
me, and she is a woman of too much 
sense not to think of inquiring the way 
back to the hotel if she should have been 
lost. She has lived in cities before.” 
(Marshall said he married his wife, who 
was a Miss Cornelia Bryant, when she was 
fourteen years of age, and they had been 
marnie@ seven years. They had no chil- 
dren, He had always made good wages as 
a machinist and she had never complained. 

The Search Has Begun. 

The detectives who were put to work on 
the case secured all the clews possible and 
at once began a search for the missing 
woman. They were informed last night 
that a young woman answering the descrip- 
tion had been seen at the postoffice. At the 
time two men appeared to be following or 
watching her, one of whom ig well known 
to the police, and he does not bear the best 
of character, it is said. 

Captain Slaughter said he could not lead 

himself to believe that there could possibly 
be anything like a kidnaping in Atlanta, 
and yet such a thing was possible and there 
was some evidence in the case of Mrs. 
Marshall that pointed that way. Then 
there was the theory of suicide, which was 
borne out by the pistol which Mr. Marshall 
had missed from his effects. But there was 
apparently no reason why the lady should 
have taken her own life. 
‘Marshall himself fears something terrible 
has happened to his wife. He said he did 
not jntend to sleep until] she was found. 
either dead or alive.

Her Late Husband Was Killed in Recent

Clerk Tanner’s Office Was Overrun

AMONG THE SUITS FILED WITH 
Clerk Tanner yesterday was one by Mrs. 
Josephine Wallace, in which she asks the 
court to grant her $25,000 for the death of 
her late husband, who was killed in the 
recent wreck on the Central railroad at 
Fort McPherson. 

Mrs. Wallaces alleges that the accident 
was caused by the carelessness of the 
agents of the road. The petition in its al- 
legations lays the blame on the station 
mistress at Fort McPherson, because, as it 
states, the white signal was swung out 
as the signal for the fast freight. 

It will be remembered that this was one 
of the most complete wrecks that has ever 
occurred on the road. A switch engine 
was on the spur track in the reservation 
of Fort McPherson. A detachment of sol- 
diers was to leave the post the afternoon 
of the wreck and the engine had just 
made up the train and had started out of 
the track on to the main line. The switch 
engineer, it is claimed, could not see up the 
main line, ; 

The fast freight, having the clear signal, 
came past the station running, the peti- 
tion alleges, at a very high rate of speed 
and crashed into the switch engine. Wal- 
lace Was on the engine. He was found un- 
der his machine after the crash. 

Much Litigation for Courts. 

Yesterday being return day it brought a 
flood of legal papers into the office. It 
seemed that the attorneys of Atlanta had 
held their suits back until the last day 
and crowded them upon the clerks in the 
office all at a time. It was a lively time 
and it is estimated that several hundred 
suits were filed of all kinds. 

The copyists who make copies of the pa- 
pers for the sheriff to serve on defendants 
in the cases kept their typewriters going 
all day, and at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon large stacks of papers remained upon 
their desks. It will be several days before 
the office settles down to the old routine 
and the normal conditions are resumed. 

Major ‘McFarian, who receives all pa- 
pers brought to the office for filing, and 
Captain Myers, who assists him, were kept 
busy until a late hour last night getting 
the suits on the books in the order in 
which they were filed. The work will be 
continued today. 

Sheriff Nelms’s deputies were kept busy 
during the day serving defendants. 
papers were carried to all parts of the 
city and county and much activity was 
shown in this department. 

The number of suits filed shows that the 
work of the courts this year will be very 
large. The scope of the suits filed was 
very great, A large number of divorces 
were brought in. 


$30,000 on Notes and Accounts. 


It is estimated that the aggregate of the 
sults brought by creditors and holders of 
paper who wish to get judgments from 
the courts to collect the money due them is 
at least $30,000. The sum is larger than 
ever before and there will be*months of 
litigation over unsettled accounts. 

The amounts of the notes which will be 
sued for during the year vary, some of 
them running into the thousands, but 
many are only for a few hundreds of doi- 
lars. 

Suit was filed against John A. Grant by 
the Atlanta National bank for 36,000, The 
claim is founded on two promissory notes. 
One was for $ given to C. E. Currier, 
cashier of the bank, on January 7th and due 
in ninety days, and the other was for 
$4.00 on the same conditions, given on 
February 2ist, of the present year. 

Mr. Grant was also sued on notes held 
by the same bank as indorser for the Wil- 
liams Wooden Block Pavement Company.

Administrators of estates, executors of

Damage Suits in Abundance. 

The usual large number of damage suits 
were filed.

American Children Will Observe Octo- 
ber 19th. 

Chicago, Auzust 16.—According to present 
plans, Lafayette, the French hero wh J 
came across in the colonial days with 
sword and money to aid the birth of 
liberty on American shores, is to have his 
grave marked with a $250,000 monument— 
a tribute from patriotic school children of 
America. 

resident McKinley has concurred in 
the plans proposed by Ferdinand W, Peck, 
commissioner general to the Paris exposi- 
ts2n for the unveiling of this beautiful 
monument at the Paris exposition on the 
Fourth of July, 1900. : 

At the commissioner general’s office it is 
announced that President McKinley will 
soon issue a proclamation designating a 
date, presumably October 19th, as ‘“La- 
fayette day,’’ for general observance in 
every school district throughout the Unit- 
e. States, The governors of states and 
superintendents of instruction will be urg- 
ed to co-Operate. On this date, which is 
the anniversary of the surrender of Corn- 
wallis at Yorktown, historical exercises 
will be held in every school in the country, 
at which a nominal admission fee will be 
chaiged. Millions of pennies and d#mes 
thvs received from the rising generation 
of American patriots will be applied to the 
monument fund. With 100,000 schools and 
<0,600,000 young patriots, it is believeq that 
more than enough will be realized to erect 
a ine«nument that will be the pride of two 
continents. 

Secretury of the Treasury Lyman J. 
Gage has been asked to be 
the fund, and it is said officially has sig- 
n.fsed his willingness to do all that he can 
to add to the success of this national en- 
terprise. Designs for the monument will 
be submitted next week.

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GEOGRAPHIES ARE 
CAUSING TROUBLE 


Board of Bducation Are To Have Another 
Discussion. 


Causes Dissatisfaction. 


MEMBERS WILL HAVE A LIVELY SESSION 


General Gordon Is Interested and Ig 
Making a Strong Fight for 
Maury’s Manual. 


TEXTBOOKS HAVE EVER BEEN THE 
bane of school officials in Atlanta, and it 
is now probable that the board of educa- 
tion will, at a meeting to be called in a 
few days, find itself struggling in the 
throes of a discussion as to the proper 
geography for the grammar grades in the 
system. The matter has been agitated for 
some days among the members, but they 


were averse to discussion on the subject. 


and not until yesterday d‘d it become 
known in the city that geographies would 
Be discussed before the next term com- 
mences. 

During the meeting neld some days ago 
by the board of education much attention 
was given to the selection of a suitable 
geography. Two textbooks treating upon 
this branch of study.were Defore the board, 
They are Maury’s geography, which has 
been used im the schools of this city for 
many years, and Frye’s geography, which 
is regarded as an excellent book by many, 
although several members of the board 
claim it is not equal to Maury’s, 

it was known, it is sald, that a lvely 
discussion would result when the geogra- 
phy question came up, and consequently it 
was reserved for the last hours of the 
board’s meeting. It will be remembered 
that three meetingS were held by the 
board on the day of the selection of text- 
books, 

Before supper five members, it is said, 
favored the selection of Maury’s geogra- 
phy, but when the vote was taken after 
supper, it is said, Messrs. Rosser and 
Smith had changed sides, causing the se- 
lection of Frye’s geography by a vote of 
four to three. This was a surprise to the 
book dealers of the city, as it was known 
how tne board stood on the question prior 
to the meeting. 
Messrs. Rosser and Smith faad a right -te 
cnahge ineir views concerning the- selee- 
tion of a geography, and no questions were 
asked them. 

Al members of the board were not pres- 
ent and it is therefore believed that there 
is still a chance for Maury’s gevgraphy, 
should the matter again be brought to the 
attention of tne board. Immediately after 
Frye’s geography had been selected Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon interested himself in 
the matter and for the past few days has 
been agitating the qugstion. Yesterday he 
went to the members of the beard with a 
petition ussing that a special meetim@ be 
called to consider «ue question. : 

To order the president of the boara to 
cali a meeting the signatures of three mem- 
pers of the board must be on the petition, 
and it is known that two have been obtain- 
ed. it is thought that Genera: 
will have no trouble in obtaining the 
gither name. and as soon as it is secured 
the president will call a meeting. 

Those oppused to Frye’s geography claim 
the board made a grievous error in select- 
ing it for study in Georgia schouis. It is 
said that on the map showing the peach 
erops of the states of the wnion Maryland 


: and Delaware are credited with producing 


the largest number vi that fruit, while 
Georgia, whose peach crop is among the 
finest in the country eyery year, is pot 
credited with growing peaches at ail, 

It is also claimed that in the matter of 
the number of cotton milis in the respec- 
tive states, Georgia, South (Carolina and 
North Carolina are done an injustice, the 
map showing scareeiy any milis in the 
three states. A great objection to the 
geography made by those who oppose it is 
that more space is devoted to telling of the 
city of Boston, Mass,, than is given toe 
either Georgia or Virginia in the regular 
edition. In the buok to be used in the 
Atlanta schools, however, a supplement 
has been attached devoted entirely te 
Georgia. 

No mention ie made, it 1s said, in the 
entire book of George Washington, al- 
though considerable attention is given to 
the deeds of Coiumbus and others whose 
names are as familiar. These matters will 
be brought to the attention of the board, 
and it is likely that several members will 
express themselves rather freely. 

General Gordon was one of the promoters 
of the company back of Maury’s geogra- 
phy. He is personally acquainted with the 
author and has always manifested great 
interest in the volume. He is determined 
to make a strong fight for replacing the 
book on the textbook list of the Atlanja 
schools and believes that he will succeed 
in his endeavors.

Conditions Generally as Favorable as 
Can Be Hoped For. 


TRADERS ADVISE CAUTION 


Dividend Payers Are a Good Purchase 
Even at Present High Prices. 
Sugar Weak Spot. 


New York, August 16.—There was a still 
further advance in the price of stocks all 
aiong ihe line today and a still further in- 
crease in the number of shares sold during 
the day. The number of different stocks 
traded in was also larger, reflecting the 
broadening interest in the market. Buy- 
ing orders from outside sources were 
placed with commission houses more ex- 
tensively today than on any day since the 
movement began. As was the case yester- 
aay, this outside demand was taken advan- 
tuge of to realize profts by the combina- 
tion of ‘large speculative interests, which 
is all the time operating on an enorimous 
scale, shifting its activities from one siock 
or group of stocks to another. The grang- 
ers all showed the effects of realizing to- 
day, and did not rise materially above ye: 
terday’s clcesing ‘price at any time. So 
large were the oflfertngs of these stccKs 
during the first hour vi trading that the 
heavy outside demand proved insuflicient 
to adsorb them, and a sharp decline was 
the result. Burlington dropping over a 
‘point. Offerings on a large scale were 
thereupon withheld and the group main- 
tained a firm tone at a lower ievel except 
for intervals of profit taking. The bears 
endeavored to take advantage of this profit 
taking movement by an onslaught upon 
Manhattan and Sugar at the opening, hcep- 
ing that the recent persistent weakti.ces of 
these two stocks would make them \uiner- 
able and effective in breaking prices.

IS¥i-98 Was equal to any previus year in 
the state of Texas, and that on the then es- 
timated acreagy, -ven uiiowing teat Texas 
snouid fall short of previous maximum 
product per acre by a million bales, the 
outlook was (August 13th, 1897,) for a crop 
of at least 9,750,000, with 500,000 or 1,000,00u 
ba.es More within tne range of possibilities. 
The result this year (1897-98) is now known 
to be over §,000,000, outside of Texas and 
over 3,000,0W bales in Texas.

States a crop equal to the past year would 
be over 8,000,000 bales.

10,500,000 bales assured, with 1,500,000 more 
within the range of possibiiities.

TOO MUCH RAIN 


FOR THE CROPS! 


Continued Wet Season Has Brought Dis- 
tress to the Farmers. 


MUCH COTTON HAS RUST 


Corn and Fodder Has Been Damaged, 
Too, They Say. 


THE BALLS ARE BEGINNING TO FALL 


Farmers Will Be Satisfied, Though, 
if the =un Comes Out and the 
Rain Stops. 


THE WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN FOR 
the week ending last Monday does not show 
much change in the condition of the crops 
since the last report. The heavy rains 
continue, threughout the state and the 
crops are heing badly damaged. Corn 
throughout the state has been damaged 
and much fodder has been ruined. Cotton 
is shedding and rusting, and the bolls are 
rotting. The fields are growing up with 
weeds and grass, and cannot be cleared on 
account of the wet soil. The fruit contin- 
ues to rot and fall] from the trees, and 
nearly all the crops would be benefited by 
dry weather and sunshine. Fojlowing is 
the crop report: 

The Northern Division. 

Banks—'loo much rain; cotton overrun 
With weeds and ground too wet for sowing 
turnip seed; corn on low land being dam- 
aged by water. 

Bartow—Cotton growing too rapidly and 
taking on rust; all crops very grassy; pea 
crop fine, but peaches avout al] rotted. 

Chattooga—Too much rain for cotton and 
low land corn; cotton has large weed and is 
shedding; sorghum, potatoes and peas 
good, 

Cinerokee—Upland corn good, 
on low land injured by rains; 
stalk and little fruit; sunshine 
saving fodder. 

Dawson—Cotton injured by too much 
rain; sunshine is badly needed by all grow- 
ing crops and for saving fodder. 
Floyd—On high lands corn and cotton do- 
ing well, but are injured by overflow in 
portions of the Chattahoochee; fruit rotting 
badly. — 

I'ranklin—Cotton not doing well on ac- 
count of rain, but peas were never finer; 
cotton shedding badly and everything 
grassy. 

Gilmer—Cotton and nearly all other crops 
needing sunshine; some turnips sown bet- 
tween showers. 

Gordon—Plenty of rain and everything 
is growing rapidly. 

Habersham—Crops growing too rapidly 
on account of incessant rains; sunshine 
and dry weather badly needed; crops very 
grassy. 

Hart—Cotton shedding rapidly; 
potatoes going too much vine; 
searce and falling and peaches rotting. 
Jackson—Bottom land corn ruining trom 
overflows and upland corn blasting badly; 
cotton going to weed and not taking on 
frujt as it should, ' 

Lincoln—Cotton very sappy, and it is 
shedding and some is opening. ; 

Oglethorpe—Much fodder is being ruined 
by continued wet weather, and cotton 1s 
rusting, shedding, and taking on weed too 
rapidly; potatoes and turnips doing well, 
sunshine is needed. 

Walker—Cotton is needing sunshine bad- 
ly; corn and pastures are doing well, but 
peaches are rotting; sunshine would greatly 
benefit all crops, 

Walton—Too much rain for all crops, 
cotton rusting fast on gray land; bottom 
land corn damaged by water; sweet pota- 
toes making too much vine and peaches 
all rotting. 

The Middle Division. 

Baldwin—Cotton growing rapidly, but not 
taking on fruit, and is rusting and spotting; 
hay and fodder cannot be saved on account 
of too much rain. 

Bulloch—Too much rain for cotton, which 
is opening and shedding; all other crops 
doing well, but grassy. 

Butts—Wet weather damaging crops; 
cotton badiy injured by last week’s storm, 
pastures very good, but peaches rotting 
fast. 

Campbell—Another wet week and corn is 
firing; cotton shedding. 

Carroll—Cotton is suffering from wet 
weather; it is making weed and shedding; 
all late crops grassy and not doing well. 

Chattahoochee—Cotton turning red and 
dropping from effects of wet weather; all 
crops: needing sunshine; cane and peas 
good. 

Columbia—Continuous rains causing cot- 
ton to rust and shed, and is retarding fod- 
der pulling; sorghum and cane doing well. 

Coweta—Cotton shedding badly; dry 
weather needed for fodder pulling. 

Crawford—Cotton opening, but shedding 
rapidly; all crops more or less damaged by 
rains. 

Emanuel—Rains have damaged cotton 
very much; minor crops doing fairly well, 
but are grassy. 

Haraison—Cotton fruiting and shedding 
rapidly, and there is some rust; cane and 
pastures excellent; sunshine badly needed. 

Houston—Fodder pulling in progress, but 
much of it damaged by rain; cotton rusting 
badly; some will soon be ready to pick. 

Jefferson—Cotton. continues to shed; fod- 
der pulling in full blast. 

McDuffie—Cotton injured and much fod- 
der ruined by the rains. 

Marion—Weather unfavorable for saving 
fodder; cotton shedding. 

Monroe—Cotton shedding and rust 
Spreading; all crops need sunshine. 

Pike—Too much rain: cotton being dam- 
aged and corn doing oniy fairly well. 

Putnam—Wet weather has ruined much 
fodder that was pulled; cotton has too 
much weed.

Sequel to the Row in a Saloon Last 
Saturday Night. 


CASES TRIED. IN POLICE COURT 


Witnesses Tell Different Stories About 
What Occurred. 


JORDAN MADE TO PAY $25, HARBIN $5 


A Large Crowd in the Courtroom—An 
Interesting Case—The Recorder 
Makes a Talk. 


IN THE POLICE COURT YESTERDAY 
afternoon the cases against Perino Jor- 
dan and Jeff Harbin were tried, and Jor- 
dan was fined $25 and Harbin 35, and both 
were assessed the costs of court. 

The courtroom was packed with an 
dience which haa assembled ty» hear the 
evidence. Among those present were Mr. 
W. H. Patterson and W. O. Jones, of the 
board a poilce eummissioners. 

Sever Witnesses for the city testified 
that on last Saturday night Jordan and a 
young man named EF, 8. Waddell became 
cngaged in a 4ifticulty in the Fabst saloon, 
in the Fitten building, and officers were 
eenct for. Sergeant Abbott and Patrolmen 
Wells and Bone responded, and they at 
once had trouble. Jordan said he was will- 
ing to go, but wanted only Wells to take 
held of him. Harbin seemed to be acting 
at first as a peacemaker. Wells took hold 
of Harbin while Abbott and Bone remain- 
ed with Jordan. Harbin struck Wells twice 
and Wells pushed him back over a chair. 
At this juncture Jordan ‘made. tuward 
Wells and Abbott struck him over the head 
with a walking stick. Wells turned vpon 
Jordan and they both went down. This 
was the evidence, in substance, introdnced 
by the city. The officers swore positively 
that Jordan wag not being held when Ab- 
bott struck him. 

Jordan, who was represented by 


au- 


Attor- 


\ ney J. E. Robinson, introduced several wit- 


nesses who testified that he was held by 
two policemen and was only going to get 
Wells to let Harbin up when Abboit struck 
the blow. These witnesses were citizens 
who were in the saloon at the time. One 
of them was positive that Jordan wax ‘be- 
ing held when he was struck, and another 
Stated that Jordan was over Wells in the 
attitude of taking hold of him when Ab- 
bott \wsed his stick. © 

A saloon keeper, who was a disinterasted 
witness, testified that Jordan stagzered 
from the blow and was dazed when Wells 
threw him to the floor. Wells, however. 
did not Know Jordan ‘thad been struck. This 
Witness saw Jordan going towurd Wells 
when the Jatter was holding Harbin dcwn. 

Jordan made a statement in which he 
said he had had a difficulty with Waddell 
and blows had been exchanged. When tke 
officers arrived he told them he was per- 
fectly willing to go with them, but did not 
wish two of the men to drag him out. He 
made no effort to strike Wells or any of 
the officers, and was struck by Sergeant 
Abbott when he was doing nothing. 

The defendant said he hud seen it pub- 
lished in The Constitution that some one 
had written Sergeant Abbott a threatening 
letter purporting to give information about 
some of his friends doing the officer bod- 
ily harm. 

“I do not wish 
the letter,” said Judge Calhoun, 
irrelevant to the case.’’ 

“But I understand that it was shown to 
your honor,’ remarked Attorney Robinson, 

“Yes, I saw it,”’ replied the recorder, ‘“*but 
it shall not prejudice the court in any way.” 

Harbin made a statement in which he 
admitted hée was drinking Saturday night, 
and was trying to act as a peacemaker, 

“If I hit Wells or anybody else,” ‘he sald, 
“IT do not remember it.” 

Attorney Robinson made a few remarks 
in whicn he criticised Abbott for the way 
he had acted, saying that the blow he 
struck was cowardly. He su'd policemen 
had a right to preserve the peace, but 
should not increase the disorder by their 
own acts. He was certain that if the of- 
ficers ‘had acted differently there would 
not have been so much of the row. 

The recorder did not agree with Mr. Rob- 
inson. He was of the opinion that the 
whole affair was a drunken brawl, and that 
the officers had to restore order. He did 
not know how much force was neceseary, 
but presumed the officers used no more 
than they were obliged to. 

“In a case of this kind,’ eaid Judge Cal- 
houn, “‘the police owe it to the people to 
restore order, and they must use force if 
it becomes necessary. The club must be 
used, and even the pistol, for at all haz- 
ards order must be restored. That ts what 
the police are for, and if they did less, they 
would fail in their duty, and there would 
soon be no living in the community if 
lawlessness was to prevail.” 

Jordan was fineg $25.75, and Harbin $5.7, 
and both.fines were promptly paid.
